‘AN PEDRO HARBOR. 


An Important Meeting Held 
Last Night.

A convention of the Board of Trade, 
Chamber of Commerce and Citizens1 
Harbor Committoe was called for last 
night, for the purpose of hearing Dr. J. 
P. Widney read a statem ent regarding 
Wilmington H arbor, and in response 
abont twenty-five gentlem en were in at­ 
tendance at the Board of Trade rooms at 
the hour appointed for the meeting. 
The proceedings were opened in the 
usual manner by Mr. E . W. Jones, 
President of the Cham ber of Commerce, 
and then Dr. Widney stepped in front of 
a diagram showing the position of San 
Pedro Bay and delivered his statement. 
He opened with a history of the harbor 
and the work th at had been done 
on it, saying that the port of San Pedro 
has been well known for three-quarters 
of a century and is one of the oldest ship­ 
ping points on the Pacific Coast. 
In 
early days it was the poit of export not 
,or. ,t5°.uthern California alone but for 
points in Nevada, Utah and Arizona and 
traders came to San Pedro in preference 
to San Francisco, on account of the 
natural trend of the country forming easy 
grades in this direction. 
In those days 
there were only eighteen inches of water 
at low tide at the entrance to the present 
inner harbor, everything being done by 
means of lighters, but about fifteen years 
ago the residents of this part of the 
country decided that their harbor facilities 
were not good enough and formed a har­ 
bor ¡im provement committee. An ap­ 
peal was made to the Government for 
aid and in responee three surveys were 
made. The first was by Colonel Alex­ 
ander, who reported that the Wilming­ 
ton estuary was the best available place 
for a harbor for 100 miles along the coast, 
and this was corroborated by a later re 
port by Colonel W illiamson and also by 
Colonel Mendell who is now in charge of 
the coast surveys. 
As a result, twelve 
or thirteen years ago the Government 
began to improve the inner channel to 
Wilmington and found th at by carrying 
the water to one point the tide would cut 
a bar, so a breakwater 7,000feet in length 
was 
built 
and 
the 
result proved 
as anticipated, for the ship channel now 
in use was formed. 
At a point about 
ten feet below low water, however, the 
cutting ceased and blasting and dredg­ 
ing have been necessary to remove the 
hard clay that was found below the 
sand. 
With the appropriations already 
made by Government for opening up 
this inner harbor it is estimated that the 
work can be completed, and this will 
give a channel sixteen feet deep at low 
tide and capable of adm itting a vessel 
drawing twenty-two feet of water. This 
will give in the inner harbor three miles 
of water frontage ranging from sixteen 
to twenty feet, and this frontage can be 
extended to 
eight 
or 
nine 
miles 
if 
necessary. 
4‘But 
this 
is 
not 
enough,” said Dr. W idney; ‘‘we need 
more than sixteen feet of water, for be­ 
sides our local needs there are other 
reasons. The configuration of the coun­ 
try shows that Southern California is the 
point toward which trade must come, for 
there are no heavy mountain grades and 
sterile plains at our rear, as is the case 
at San Francisco, and the transconti­ 
nental railways recognize this, aud as a 
result they all head 
FOB SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
As the best-adapted part of the State for 
traffic purposes. Then at our back we 
have the valleys of the Colorado and the 
Gila, which contain as much fertile 
land as 
the valley 
of the 
Nile, 
and 
could 
support 
a 
population 
numbering 
into 
the millions, 
with 
only sixteen feet of water we would not be 
able to accommodate the China and 
Australian trade for none of those boats 
could enter our harbor. 
Another point 
is th at an isthm us canal is certain in the 
not very distant future, aud this will en­ 
tirely revolutionize traffic. 
Ships will 
be transferred across and propellers will 
be more in use, the result being that 
they will hug the shore and, if there is a 
good harbor at Southern California, there 
is no reaeon why they should not stop 
there in preference to going on to San 
Francisco.” 
WHAT HAH BERN DONE. 
‘‘The citizen’s harbor committee talked 
this m atter over about about one and 
one-half years ago, and the necessity for 
an outer seawall was advocated. 
Good 
holding-grounds exists at the anchorage 
which is protected from the north, but is 
open from the east around by south to 
the west, and exposed to the southwest 
aud southeast gales that prevail during 
the winter m onths. 
South from Point 
FirmAn Catalina Island aids in shelter- 
ins the bay from heavy swells from the 
south, but the southeastern and south- 
westers 
approach 
the 
roadstead 
through 
the 
open 
areas 
to 
ttie 
east 
and 
west 
of 
the 
island. Vessels are frequently compelled 
during the prevalence of southerly gales 
to leave their anchorage and seek shelter 
under the lea of the islands that lie off 
the coast, and every indication points to 
the southwest as the quarter from which 
the heaviest storms come from, but with 
the exception of these occasional gales, 
there is a heavy swell that getB in from 
the southwest. For the purpose, there­ 
fore, of affording a protected anchorage 
Eround, it was proposed to construct a 
reak-water at a point above Point Fir­ 
man as follows: Starting 1000 feet from the 
shore and running 1000 afeet, iter which 
a gap of 1,000 feet and then an extension 
of 4,000 leet more. 
These two walls 
would enclose 700 acres of water or one 
square mile, with from 18 to 57 feet of 
water and one and one-half miles of deep 
water front. By leaving the opening to 
the East no aand conld lodge in there and 
silt up, for owing to the coast currents 
the water would be sweeping down as 
through a funnel. 
With snch a harbor 
we could get all the Asiatic trade, and 
would double the value of every lot aud 
acre 
in 
this part 
of the country 
and 
become 
great 
as 
one 
of 
the 
commercial 
points 
of 
the 
world. 
It 
would take $4,000,00J to 
do the work I have described, and we 
must press the m atter through in Con­ 
gress, and should dem and $1,000,000 at 
the coming session. 
As far as the work 


on the wall is concerned, it would be 
very easy m atter, for the necessary rock 
is obtained at Catalina Island, and 
would onlv have to be hanled over and 
dumped on the line of the survey. 
Up 
to last year we were working withoat 
the co-operation of the railroads, for the 
Southern Pacific were making a good 
deal of money on account of the lighter­ 
age, but the competition of the San!» Fe 
has altered this, and they are now xdxíous 
to work with us in this m atter, as is 
evidenced 
by 
the ;big whaif 
they 
are building. 
Senator 8tanford is inter­ 
ested in our project and when I saw him 
last summer, he heartly coincided in 
what was presented and promised to aid 
us all m his power.” 
Mr. M. M. Miller, of San Pedro, sug­ 
gested that the money necessarv for the 
seawall be raised by means óf bonds, 
but it was pointed out that the Govern­ 
m ent would not allow this. 
While the 
conversation was going on, General Van- 
dever entered the 
room, and it was 
moved that Dr. Widney make his state­ 
ment again for the benefit of the General 
whicli was accordingly done. 
Mr. Van- 
dever promised to do all in his power to 
advance the intentions of the meeting, 
acd then General Brierly 
VOLUNTEERED A STATEMENT 
Regarding the m atter under considera­ 
tion. 
He said th at the firat appropria­ 
tion for the opening up of the channel 
was made on the 3d of M arch, 1871, and 
that about half of the money th at has 
since been Bpent came within the next 
four years. W ith sixteen feet at the 
mouth of the channel, there would be 
twenty or twenty-three feet at high tide, 
and a steamer the size of the Santa Rosa 
could 
enter. 
The 
Orizaba 
uBed 
to 
go through easily 
enough, but 
owing 
to 
the 
length . of 
the 
Santa 
Rosa, 
it 
íb 
not 
deemed 
advisable to attem pt it with her. Two 
and a half miles from the wharf in the 
inner harbor the ‘‘Glory of the Seas” 
took soundings and found forty-two feet, 
also reporting twenty feet for one mile 
within 
his 
anchorage. 
Mr. Brierly 
thought th at before asking Congress for 
an appropriation for a seawall it would 
oe advisable to get $100,000 more tocom- 
Ílete the entrance to the present harbor, 
here is enough money on hand now to 
finish 
up 
the 
dredging, 
but 
th« 
seawall 
should 
be 
extended 
so 
to 
better 
protect 
the 
en­ 
trance. 
“ And while we are talking 
about this m atter,” said Mr. Brierly, “ I 
wish to call attention to the necessity 
remodeling oar custom district. 
Angeles should either be made a . 
entry or a port of delivery, with a dep 
collector m charge and a system 
bonded warehouses, for by this me 
we would advance our commercial in' 
ests a thousand fold.” 
A motion to refer the harbor mat 
to the Commerce Committee of the 
Cham ber of Commerce was made by 
Mr. Van Dorn and carried. 
Colonel Otis gave notice that at the 
next meeting of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce he would make a motion to invite 
Senator Stanford to come to Los An­ 
geles and have a conference w ith the 
Cham ber on the subject. 
A vote of thanks was then tendered to 
Dr. W idney and the meeting adjourned. 


A RAILROAD COMBINATION. 


T lie G len dale an d U a rv a u za R oads 
to be M erced In to One. 
An im portant move has been made 
regarding railroad building into Pasa­ 
dena, and will be officially recorded in a 
few days. 
Same time ago it was given 
oat th at the Glendale motor road was to 
build into the “ Crown of the Valley” via 
the Boulevard tract and Eagle Rock Val­ 
ley, and President Cross’ recent visit to 
San Francisco was ostensibly for that 
purpose: 
A project to extend the Gar- 
vanza road into Pasadena was mooted 
by Mr. N athan Ccle, for after his pur­ 
chase of th at line from 
Mr. Ralph 
Rogers, who also declared his intention 
of building the road at this end to the 
corner of Franklin and New High streets 
and operating the line by means of the 
Julian storage svstem of cars. 
The 
franchises were obtained, and then Mr. 
Cole went East to obtain the necessary 
rolling-stock. 
He returned about two 
weeks ago, and now the news is given 
out that he has formed a combination 
with President Cross, of the Glendale 
road, and that the two proposed roads 
are to be merged into one. 
Mr. Cole 
was seen by a H e r a l d man yesterday 
regarding 
the 
m atter 
and 
stated 
that the proposition as above given 
was what was intended. “ The Glendale 
Road will not be built to Pasadena via 
the Boulevard tract as was once an­ 
nounced. but will turn off at the Arroyo 
Seco bridge and nearly parallel the Cali­ 
fornia Central Road running over the 
rights-of-way that I had obtained for the 
extension of the Garvanza Road. 
A 
change will be made at this end, for the 
Glendale Road will run down to the 
junction of Iloff and H aines street, and 
from th at point I will build a road along 
Buena Vista street to the junction of 
Franklin and New High. 
I have made 
an agreem ent with Mr. Cioss that all 
passengers for Los Angeles are to be de­ 
posited at Hoff street, and from there I 
will take the cars and bring them to 
Franklin street by the storage system as 
originally proposed. This change will be 
a beneficial one as it will throw the ener­ 
gies of the two roads into one ch annel, 
and we will give the public a service 
that will am ply satisfy all dem ands.”

ELSINORE COAL. 


M r. E . P . t ir a y o n tlie R a ilr o a d 
S itu a tio n . 
Mr. E. P. Gray of Elsinore, assistant 
manager of the Southern California Coal 
and Clay Company, has been iu the city 
for several days, and will return to his 
home this morning. 
H e will Bhip to the 
works of the California Sewer Pipe Com­ 
pany next week 300 tons of clay from 
Elsinore, and will make preparations to 
keep the works here in full supply as 
soon as they are running. 
Mr. Gray 
states that it is the intention to have a 
railroad in operation between the coal 
and clay beds as soon as possible. 
The 
only reason why this railroad had not 
been constructed before was ou account 
of a hitch in the right of 
way in 
going through th e t?wn of Elsinore. The 
company had laid out a route for itself, 
and when it was found that this small 
piece of property stood in the way. some 
negotiations were entered into with the 
Pomona and Elsinore road, which offered 
its right-of-way and grade for just what 
it had cost. 
W hen the price came to be 
investigated it was found to be more than 
Mr. Gray’s company desired to pay, and 
before an arrangem ent as to the price 
had been reached, some other parties 
came into the field 
and offered to 
build the road and take the right- 
of-way and grade. Negotiations were 
still under way when Mr. Gray left Elei- 
nore and he did not know how they had 
resulted. 
As soon as the railroad is 
built Mr. Gray says that the coal mines 
will be able to send considerable coal 
here and thereby relieve the market of 
its bare outlook. 
A railroad from Elsi­ 
nore to Los Angeles in a direct line past 
the coal and clay beds is only a question 
of a short time in Mr. Gray’s belief.

The capital stock 
has been placed at $10.000.000, divided 
into 100,000 shares at $100 each. The 
directors are J. M. C. Marble, of Van 
W ert, Ohio, S. O. Houghton, L. R. 
W inans, L. F. Scott, of Los Angeles, and 
C. W. Scott, of Monroe, Mich. The 
principal place of busiaess will be in this 
city.

The 
article in question alleged that a man 
nam ed Buster had been swindled out of 
eleven dollars by Mrs. Ferner and that a 
complaint had been sworn ont for Mrs. 
Ferner’s arrest. This article Mrs. Ferner 


alleged was false and that she had been 
injured in the am ount set forih. Th* 
following jurym en were selected to ry 
the case: C. R. Bush, R. E. Brown, *o¡ n 
C.Charnock,W A .Feller,J. L. Fetterrmw, 
Andrew Janybim , A. Lockwood, B. F. 
M anaban, C. R. Paris, Leonard Parker, 
J. M. Spencer and W. H. Toler. 
The attorney for the plaintiff offered a 
copy of the Express of the date on which 
the article was printed in evidence. 
Mrs. Simon Ferner was then sworn. 
She testified that she had been in the 
pawnbroking business for three years, 
and chat she never bad any business 
transactions with J . F. Buster. 
Mr. H . Z. Osborne testified that he 
had been connected with the Express for 
about four years, and that the paper had 
a circulation in the city and country. 
Mr. J . F. Buster testified that he knew 
a reporter on the Express nam ed Sig 
Morris. 
He had met the reporter at the 
City Prison and in Justice Austin’s 
courtroom 
on 
the 
day 
th at 
the 
article was published. 
W itness was 
then talking to Captain Loomis about 
getting his money back. 
Morris had 
asked him where the chain was that be 
had sold and witness told him that it 
was at a place on First street. 
Morris 
inquired if it was not on Commercial 
street and witness said it was not. Wit 
ness testified that he had not mentioned 
Mrs. Ferners name but that Morris had 
asked him if it was Mrs. Fem er’s place 
and he had replied that it was not. 
On cross-examination witness could 
not rem em ber that he had ever told Cap­ 
tain Loomis that if he stood in with the 
plaintiff he 
would be looked after. 
Neither could he rem ember having told 
Constable Smith that lie was to par­ 
ticipate in the profits of the suit. 
The prosecution rested its case at this 
point. 
The detense opened with Sig Morris 
on the stand. 
Morris stated that he had 
written the article in question. 
On the 
day on which the article was writtefi he 
had m et Buster in the police office. Bus­ 
ter said be had agreed to buy a watch 
and chain for $51 and had paid $11 on 
the chain and $1 on the watch. 
A few 
days later he concluded that lie would 
not take the watch and chain, and had 
gone back to get the money and it was 
refused. 
Buster described the shop 
where he said he bad been swindled and 
the woman who kept it who resembled 
Mrs. Ferner. Buster said he was going 
to swear out a w arrant for the arrest of 
the person who swindled him , and wit­ 
ness wrote the article believing it to be 
true. He did not know that he had been 
misinformed about the location of the 
the shop until some davs later. 
Constable E. R. Sm ith testified that 
Buster had gone into the City Justice’s 
Court and said he wanted to 6wear to a 
complaint. 
He said he had deposited 
$12 on a watch and chain, and when he 
went back and wanted his money re­ 
funded the pawnbroker refused. 
Wit­ 
ness had asked Buster as to the street 
and Buster had replied that he did not 
know the name of the street. Witness 
also asked him if it was Mrs. Ferner’s 
place, and he said that he thought that 
was the nam e. W itness told him to go 
to the District Attorney if he wanted a 
complaint. 
Captain Loomis testified that Buster 
had said to him , “ If we win our suit 
against the Express there will be some­ 
thing in it for you.” 
Mr. H. Z. Osborne, of the Express, 
testified that he had not seen the article 
until it was printed and did not know 
it was incorrect until the next day. 
He 
had instructed a reporter to investigate 
the m atter and had become satisfied that 
an injustice had been done Mrs. Ferner. 
He then caused to be published an 
article correcting the same. This closed 
the evidence and after argum ent it was 
subm itted to the jury about 4 o’clock. 
The jury brought in a verdict in favor 
of plaintiff for $300 at about 6:30 o’clock.

SORE THROAT. 
Inflam m atory action of any kin d in th e nose 
speedily extends iteelf to th e throat. From 
he th ro at each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onw ard an d downward through the 
bronchial tube»; as these are involved th e sup­ 
ply of air to th e lungs becomes gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubeicules m ay form and bronchitis 
end in consum ption. 
“Bore th ro at" is the 
popular term used in speaking of th ro at dis 
easrs, differing w idely from each eth er in 
th eir nature an d treatm ent. 
The th ro at com prises the whole space from 
he posterior mires down to the entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining the throat, th e m ncoua fo líeles or little 
glands, w hich in health, secrete th e lubricat­ 
ing m ucons, th e uvula or pedulns p art which 
hangB down from th e curtain of th e palate and 
th e tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SOB* THROAT. 
The most sim ule form of th ro at disease is 
inflam m ation of the m ucous m em brane, re ­ 
su ltin g from recent cold. 
It is m ost prevalent 
in cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a roughness in tn e thioat, w ith a s ig h t pain 
and sw elling. T ne th ro at looks red and angry 
an d th e tongue is slightly coated w ith white 
fur. W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on th e back of th e 
throat an d about th e root of the tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, th ere aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of th ree or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. 
W hen th e acute inflam m ation is not 
en tire ly rem oved It is likely to degeneata into 
a chronic form , an d gradually develop w hat is 
called g ran u lar disease, or it m ay end in an 
abscess of tbe tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e tonsils and elongation of 
th e nvala. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This, like nearly all affections of th e throat 
and nose, u su ally begins w ith a severe oold, 
and is alm ost always attended w ith a boarso- 
uess. I t is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. th e irritatio n escaping down and fixing 
itself upon th e dolicate organism of th is part, 
and thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
th e lungs. W hen It occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore th ro at, the sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild. T here m ay be pain but it la 
m ore com m on to find only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes congh. M any com plain of a 
sensation aa of “ som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of which they keep up a lasplng effort 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice la always 
m ore or less affected, being rough in the early 
staee. but m ore feeble after tbe disease is fully 
established. There is often a slight tenderness 
over th at prom inence of th e neck know n as the 
“Apple of A dam " (Pom nm Adam ), a h eat and 
a sem e of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty in sw a'low ing. 
The causes w hich produce th is form of die 
ease are various. It arises in clergym en and 
public speakers and others from too violeut 
use of th e voice. The vocal cords becom e ex­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritatin g m atters in the 
air are liable to be draw n in to tho windpipe 
and produce irritatio n . It Is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore th reat, th e inflam m ation 
extending down to th e larn y x by reason of the 
eontinuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises It is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction of 
the 
volee, and rarely ends u n til it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
cbauge in th e w eather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritatio n aud increases th e inveter­ 
acy of Its hold. 
l)n tbe o ther h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
q uently occurs as a sequel of consump'.lon. 
aud is produced, or at least very m ucb aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cle*, it Is one of th e most distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e p atient's distress. 
In th is form there is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e lower side 
and gradually extending upw ard. These ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucons and cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not lufreqneutly attaek th e ligam ents and 
cartilages themselves- 
W hen the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at of the lungs, and dependent npon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
und er th e head of "C onsum ption.” 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, th e larynx Is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths a*d to 
pollpl. 
Under the 
action of long continued irritatio n th e vocal 
cords becom e thickened, rendering tb e voice 
husky an d indistinct. 
And sgaln. we may 
have com plete loss of voice from palsy of tbe 
cords, co n stitu tin g an affection know n to the 
physicians by th e term of * A phonia." Unless 
the rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th a t jadlclous iuhalaiIona are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithont avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflam m ation oi the tousils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office is to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid which keeps the 
tb r. at m o ist 
T here are persona who suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands 
The trouble begins w ith a slig h t soreness and 
sw elling, w hich gradually increases until the 
set of sw allow ing Is attended with great suffer­ 
ing. 
These glands are som etimes affected by a 
chronic inflam m ation, and arc found enlarged 
and very m uch hardened. 
In such cases they 
secrete a th in , 
u nhealthy, irritatin g fluid, 
w hich is spread over th e throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the ihroata of m any young 
persons these glaDds are perm anently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathiDg 
of 
children thus 
affected often occasions contraction of th e 
chest, and lays th e foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The euvtachian tubes (the m ouths of 
w hich arc Just above th e palate) are often In­ 
flamed, aud partial deafness is tbe result» 
Many p atien ts suffering from a throat dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer from depression 
of spirits. 
Bo often does tnis sym ptom present 
itself th a t it may alm ost be regarded as oue of 
tho peculiar ties. Persous thus afflicted have 
usually th e dark and dingy look of tbe face 
w hich denotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver. They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondrlacal, irritab le and often ex­ 
hausted from o ther causes, in combination 
w ith this disease. 


URANULAX SORE THROAT 
Is the m ost serious lorm o i uiroat disease. It is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations of varions sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and causing it to appear rough 
an d uneven. 
Som etim es these granulations 
appear In patc ies, but generally they are regu­ 
lar an d d istln et. 
W hen allow ed to progress the 
m ucous follicles of th e larynx soon become in ­ 
volved, an d then we have added to the other 
sym ptom s a huskiness of th e voice in speaking 
or iesdlD g aloud, w ith a frequent effort to clear 
th e w iudpipe, by whioh a thick, sticky, blnlsh- 
colored m ucous Is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. Tho transition from a simple to & 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titillation, pro- 
duci Dg a desire to clear th e throat several tim es 
during th e course of th e day. He may not no­ 
tice th is him self, but it is. nevertheless, ob 
served by his friends. Some m onths later this 
disposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, th e p atien t—to use his own words—feeling 
som ething sticking Jn his throat.

Ex­ 
Mayor Spence also, of his own motion, 
looked into the m atter; and, in an inter­ 
view published in a Los Angeles morn­ 
ing paper of the 3rd inst., he expressed 
his hearty approval of the system. 
Per 
sq, it seems to possess many claims for 
recognition. Conceding the desirability 
of such a plan of taking care of our sew­ 
erage. we will proceed to glance briefly 
at some other factors in the proposition 
The Pacific Sewerage Company, of 
which W illiam P. Snyder of Philadelphia 
is president, and W alter S. Maxwell of 
this city is secretary and treasurer, make 
the following proposition to this city : 
They propose to dispose of the sewerage 
in a satisfactory m anner, either carrying 
it to the ocean or distributing it as a fer­ 
tilizer on the lands lying between the 
city and the Pacific, deodorizing it and 
making it entirely innocuous. 
They 
agree to purchase fifty acres of land be­ 
low the city, to erect their plant thereon 
and to make it as attractive as the Sixth- 
street Park now is. In other words, they 
will handle the efHuvium of the city so 
successfully that its manipulation will 
be no drawback to the pleasure resort 
they intend to create. There will be 
neither offensive odors nor malarial ex­ 
halations to detract from this charming 
park aud garden. 
As a com pensation the Pacific Sewer­ 
age Company ask the city to give them a 
bonus of $50,000 and the further sum of 
$10,000 a year for two years, making 
$70,0C0 in all. At the end of that time 
the company will do one of two th in g s: 
I t will either go on caring for the sewer­ 
age indefinitely for a consideration of 
$10,000 a year, or it will sell out to the 
city at a sum to be ascertained by ap- 
praieement and not to exceed a quarter 
of a million dollars. If the city shall 
elect to buy the plant and patent, the 
municipality will appoint one appraiser, 
the company another, they to choose a 
third, and the sum agreed upon by the 
appraisers within the limit named to be 
the purchase money for the plant, the 
fifty acres of land on which it íb located 
and the patent right. 
There appears to be one strong objec 
tion to the carrying out of this project, 
even if th e Council should approve of 
all its details. The city is already under 
contract with the Southside Sewerage 
Company to take care of the outfall 
sewerage, and the contract runs for 
eighteen years from the date of its mak­ 
ing, in 1883. It would seem to be impos­ 
sible to make a contract as long as the 
Entwistle contract rem ains uncanceled. 
For the faithful performance of the 
engagements upon which it proposes to 
enter, the Pacific Sewerage Company 
offered to give a bond of $50,000. 
This, 
a t the suggestion of Mr. Boebyshell, has 
been increased to $100,000. 
As th e H e r a l d yesterday published 
from a Philadelphia paper some extracts 
which are rather derogatory to the char­ 
acter of Mr. W illiam P. Snyder, it is but 
justice to that gentleman to say that 
Bradstreet rates him as follows: “ Is 
“ about thirty-five or forty years of age 
“ came from Allentown, P a., but has been 
“ member of the Philadelphia bar for 
“ some time.

T hat is a small sum 
compared with the importance of secur­ 
ing a harbor such as is proposed. 
The advantages to commerce would be 
•well worth the 
expenditure, 
whilst 
the fact that there is no safe harbor for 
large vessels on this coast between San 
Francisco and San Diego is an over­ 
powering argum ent in favor of creating 
one at this point, 
'i he Government 
engineers hare already approved of this 
pi in as feasible, and will doubtless g{ve 
it the weight of their influence in recom­ 
mending that Congress make the neces­ 
sary appropriation. The customs revenue 
at the Port of San Pedro is now large 
enough te justify the contemplated ex­ 
penditure, and the steady increase of our 
foreign trade is so great that nothing but 
the most inexcusable disregard of the 
commercial importance of Los Angeles 
and its tributary territory can prevent 
Congress from acceding to this im pera­ 
tive demand.

The body of a well-dressed woman was 
taken out of the Thames this morning. 
There are marks on the body which give 
rise to the suspicion that the woman has 
been murdered, but it is possible she 
committed suicide, and that the marks 
were received by contact witli objects iu 
the water. 
Police searches in the usual 
wards of the various police stations were 
made in the hope of getting a clue to the 
murderer, but were unsuccessful.

arrested one man who had a bowie knife 
in his possession, but there is no reason 
to believe that he was instrum ental in 
the woman’s death.

COURTING THE FR.END8IIIP OF THE POPE. 
P a r is, November 13.—In the Deputies 
to-day a motion to abolish the embassy 
to the Vatican was rejected. 
M. Goblet 
in a speech said : 
“ The im portance of 
our protectorate in eastern countries re­ 
quires the m aintenance of friendly rela­ 
tions with the Vatican. 
Rival powers 
dispute our protectorate. The friendship 
of the Pope is therefore precious. The 
Pope already has his bitternesses. 
Is it 
for us to increase them ? It has been 
said recently that the Pope could no 
longer count 
upon any country but 
France. That does not mean that France 
will intervene to restore his temporal 
power, but the more the Pope is deprived 
of that power, the more France ought to 
honor him by curtailing nothing of her 
respect for the high authority he repre­ 
sents.” [Applause.] The foreign budget 
was finally approved. 
FREE TRADE RETALIATION. 
M o n t r e a l , November 13.—An inspired 
dispatch from Ottawa appears in the Ua- 
zette saying that the Canadian Govern­ 
ment liiad decided to invite the A ustralian 
and New Zealand Governments to send 
delegates to Canada at an early date to 
consider the question of trade relations, 
and especially cable communication by 
way of the Pacific Ocean. 
This is un­ 
derstood to mean a strong move toward 
an imperial federation, with a strong 
suggestion of retaliation against the 
United .States by establishing free trade 
between Great Britain and her depend­ 
encies, to the exclusion of other coun­ 
tries.

B o sto n, November 13.—The arbitra­ 
tors to whom was submitted the ques­ 
tion of the division of rates on through 
business between the Union Pacific and 
Oregon Short Line, has rendered a de­ 
cision slightly favorable to the Short Line. 
The report say s: 
The general state­ 
m ent that the Oregon Short Line has 
been allowed 1% or 1% miles to one mile 
of the Union Pacific, is not virtually cor­ 
rect. 
Iu many cases the arbitrary rate 
has been allowed the Short Liue of $1 55 
per ton, which am ounts to only $0.721 
per ton per mile, which rate cannot be 
considered a fair allowance as it is lower 
than the trunk lines west of Chicago, 
and but little higher than the trunk 
lines east of Chicago with thoir enorm ­ 
ous tonnage and rich local territory. 
During the same year the Union Pacific 
averaged $1.4!» per ton per mile, and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
averaged $1.780 per ton per mile. 
We 
have reached ^ie conclusion that the di­ 
vision recommended by the Government 
directors in 1882, 1% to 1, in an equit­ 
able division for passenger and freight 
raffic to and from the Oregon Short Line 
and its branches; for all freight hauled 
to and from Granger to Pocatello, that 
goes over the U tah and Northern and is 
simply hauled from one point to the 
other, the mileage rate allowed should he 
the same as that allowed the main line. 
We would suggest that this adjustm ent 
be retroactive and cover the entire opera­ 
tion of 
the road, from its comple­ 
tion, 
and 
the 
interest to 
be al­ 
lowed 
the 
Union 
Pacific on 
all 
am ounts found by a settlem ent on this 
basis, to be due for money advanced to 
pay the interest ou the bonded indebted­ 
ness. While from the papers substituted 
it is perhaps hardly to be expected that 
th e foregoing modifications of contract 
will m aterially decrease at first the in­ 
debtedness of the Short Line already ac­ 
crued, it is believed the increasing vol­ 
ume of 
business from 
the territory 
traversed by that road will prevent any 
augm entation of it and in tim e give the 
stock an appreciative value. 


T1M IE A U K E E M E N T S M A S H E D . 


T h e E r a o f F a i l 'i r a n k c o n t ln e u t a l 
T r a i n s l> a w u . 
C h i c a g o , November 13.—The railway 
lines running between here and Council 
Bluffi have served notice on each other 
th a t they will not be bound by the pres­ 
ent “ time agreem ent” after January 
11th. This notice is said to be the fore­ 
runner of a revolution in running the 
tim e of trains between Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. An arrangem ent is pend­ 
ing between the Northern Pacific and 
Atchison, 
Topeka 
and 
Santa Fe, 
for through trains west from Chicago, 
and the Union Pacific will m eet this by 
arranging with one of the Missouri River 
lines for through trains between here 
and Ogden. 
With the advent of fast 
traioB west of Chicago, a certain one of 
them will be made a solid lim ited train 
from New York to San Francisco, thus 
carrying out the European-Asiatic ex­ 
press project which will be agitated. 
The first of these changes goes into 
effect 
December 
5th, 
when 
the 
Union Facific and Central Pacific roads 
will put on a weekly fast train, called the 
Golden Gate Special, between Council 
Bluffs and San Francisco. This train will 
have all the features of the eastern limi­ 
ted trains, bath-rooms, barber shops,etc., 
and will maks the run in sixty hours, 
which is eleven hours less than any time 
heretofore made. Only nine or ten stops 
w ill be made between Omaha and ta n 
Francisco.

The Anarchists Neither Dead 
Nor Sleeping. 


K. OF L. GKHKRIL ASSEMBLY 


Tk« Cnltfd 
States Has a Little 
Mlsundvrstanding With 
Pera.

C h i c a g o , November 1 3 .—The Times 
The Anarchists are not dead, or 
even Bleeping. On the contrary, they 
are more thoroughly organized than even 
at the Haymarket riot and their mem' 
berehip iff larger than it has ever been. 
The demonstration last Sunday at Wald­ 
heim was not the gathering of a few 
sympathizers or friends of the dead An­ 
archists. It was an organized outpour­ 
ing of internationals who had thus 
arranged to come out and concentrate at 
any point agreed upon. 
Inspector Bonfield, who is known to 
have kept detectives watching every 
movement of the Anarchists the last few 
.weeks, when asked if there were many 
Anarchists at the celebration, replied; 
“ Yes, there were. Most of them were 
Anarchists." 
“Then you think they are still organ 
iaed and have a large membership?" 
“1 have had men out looking up their 
meetings and we know where they are 
and have the name and address of the 
leaders and the most radical Anarchists, 
so we can reach them in case of trouble. 
They meet in smaller numbers than be­ 
fore, but there are more of them and they 
conduct their meetings differently. There 
is not so much preparation at the meet­ 
ings for fighting and drilling with arms 
and explosives, but what 19 far more 
dangerous, they are thoroughly organized 
just within the pale of law, and all we can 
do is to keep our eyes on them. The worst 
tfc ing about it is, they have several schools 
here for teaching anarchy which they 
oall “ Anarchy Sunday schools.” 
In 
these they teach children to hate law 
and the officers of law, and teach them 
the worst principles of anarchy. Why, 
the wife of a trusted employee of the 
Oounty Board is an organizer of and a 
teacher in one of those schools, and 
there are no lees than five thousand able­ 
bodied Anarchists in Chicago to-day, 
ready and orgauized, waiting for the ap­ 
pointed 
time. 
Trouble must 
come 
sooner or later. They have set a day for 
it at headquarters, but in the mean­ 
time 
they 
will 
evail 
themselves 
of 
every 
opportunity 
to 
carry 
out their object of destruction to all or­ 
ganized law and order institutions. They 
Bent oat circulars before the election, 
asking the legislative candidates for an 
expression of their opinion on the State 
conspiracy law enacted at the last session 
of the Legislature. Many candidates re­ 
plied that they were in favor of a modi­ 
fication of that law, and some of these 
candidates were elected too. 
So you see 
they are becoming wiser and consequent­ 
ly more dangerous, because the most 
radical of them are afraid to experiment 
together with explosives as long as the 
law isas it is." 
“Yon say they have a day set for an 
uprising, and you mentioned headquar­ 
ters. Have you any information of this 
phase of the internationals?" 
“ Yes, much more than I can give you, 
but you may say we have evidence of 
tbeir organization, officers, plans, com­ 
mittees, etc. The central point is in 
London, with Paris 
as 
next, then 
Brussels, 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia, 
Chicago and San Francisco. All the 
principal countries have Vice Presi­ 
dents, the United States having two, 
Chicago one and New York the other. 
“ In strength of their numbers they 
rank: France first, Germany second, 
British Isles third, etc., with the United 
States and Mexico last. In America the 
central headquarters is in New York. 
So far they have agreed on the one hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile as the day for a concerted up­ 
rising. 
I do not think the people can 
take it any too much in earnest. They 
may have changed it, but they will cer­ 
tainly make an effort. 
It must come; 
that is inevitable." 


K I I U H T 8 O F L A B O R . 


T h e G e n e r a l A i i e m b l y - B a r r y N e t 
P e r m it t e d f a S p e a k . 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , November 1 3 .—About 
hotel corridors this morning delegates to 
the Twelfth General Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor were busily engaged 
discussing matters of interest and im­ 
portance to the order. General Master 
Workman Powderly arrived early this 
morning and was at once taken to break­ 
fast, after which be was closeted with 
Acting Secretary Hays and other mem­ 
bers of the Executive Board until the 
time of the meeting. 
Conspicuous in the lobby of the Grand 
Hotel was Thomas B. Barry, of Michi 
gan, leader of the fight against Pow­ 
derly. He talked freely, accusing the 
present memberB of the Board of extra­ 
vagance, mismanagement, the employ­ 
ment of persons not members of the or­ 
der, and of other things heretofore pub­ 
lished very generally and more fully. 
The talk of Jarrett as the possible sue 
cessor of Powderly caused the delegates 
a great deal of amusement, in view of 
the fact that no one but delegates are 
eligible to election, and Jarrett does not 
happen to be a delegate. In fact, there 
is some doubt as to whether he is a mem­ 
ber of the organization. 
W. T. Lewis, of Pittaburg, is about the 
only person spoken of as an opponent of 
Powderly for chief place, and his opposi­ 
tion may not materialize to any great ex­ 
tent. It was a quarter past 10 o’clock 
when Powderly rapped for order. The 
morning session will consider the report 
of the Committee on Credentials and any 
tronble that is liable to arise from con­ 
tests will develop at this time. 
Of the 150 delegates 125 were present 
when the session opened. It lasted till 
noon. The Press Committee of the con­ 
vention said no great fight was made 
over the report of the Committee on 
Credentials, which was adopted practical­ 
ly as presented. There were some pro­ 
tests as to the legality of the appoint­ 
ment of certain delegates. Schilling, a 
Chicago Socialist, was admitted in the 
case of District Assembly 49 of the New 
York City delegation, headed by James 
E. Quinn, Powderly’s Lieutenant, was 
admitted on the ground that it was not 
proper at this time to go behind the re 
liras. The matter may come up later. 
T. B. Barry was in the hall when the 
session opened and endeavored to sptak, 
but Fowaerly told him that having been 
expelled he must go. 
He sgain tried to 
speak in explanation, bat was compelled 
to leave the hall. The delegates express 
the,belief that having got the warring 
•laments on the outside thus early iu 
the session, it will be plain sailing. 
The case of T. B. Bony is one of appeal 


from the authority of Powderly, and it 
will be considered in due time, by the 
proper committee. Barry claims'to be 
entitled to a seat, and expresses (onfi- 
dence in his ultimate success. It is said 
by some of those cloBe to him that Barry 
contemplates the organization of a new 
order if he fails this time, and his possi­ 
ble actions are watched with considerable 
interest. 
A few other protest cases, not 
herein mentioned, brought up much dis­ 
cussion, the delegates being seated in 
each case. 
The afternoon session to-day was de­ 
voted to the completion of the organiza­ 
tion of the General Assembly by the ap­ 
pointment of committees. These are: Leg­ 
islative Committee, Committees on Law, 
on Finance, on State of the Order, on Se­ 
cret Work, on Appeals and on Griev­ 
ances, and a Press Committee. There 
«as

discussion 
over 
these 
appointments, 
but 
some 
debate 
was aroueed when 
the 
Legislative 
Committee was under consideration, it 
being thought by some not advisable to 
form such a committee at this time. It 
is the duty of this committee to consider 
the legislation which it is desired to 
have brought before Congress, and it is 
intended for it to act in an advisory 
capacity with the regular Standing Com­ 
mittee at Washington. 
A telegram was received from the 
chief officer cf the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Firemen, expressing good will 
and a hope for success, and promising 
co-operation with it. A similar message 
was received from the Trades Assembly 
of Indianapolis. 
The reports of the 
general officers and committees of the 
General Executive board will be heard 
to-morrow and Thursday. 


A S K E D T O A P O L O G IZ E . 


A I tllt u iid c r » t a n d in g B e t w e e n Hie 
U n ite d S t a t e s a n d P e r u . 
New Yokk, November 13.—Panama 
advices to the 5th instant say that an 
agreement between the Govermeut and 
the commission representing the English 
creditors of Peru has been reached by 
which the public debt of £50,000,000 will 
he canceled. It only lacks the concur­ 
rence of CoDgress, which will be called 
iu extra session at the end of this month. 
A serious international trouble is on 
between Peru and the United States. 
The circumstances are on the assump­ 
tion that a house at Molendo belonged to 
the Arequipa railway, and was therefore 
the property of the State. 
Orders were 
given to occupy it by force, although the 
building was declared to belong to a citi­ 
zen of the United States. 
It was ac­ 
cordingly seized by a squadron of eol- 
diers. 
The United States Consulate situated 
in the building was forcibly closed and 
padlocked. The coat of arms was re­ 
moved and the occupant prevented from 
entering the office for nearly a week. 
The American Minister at Lima, who 
protested against the seizure of the house, 
on receipt of intelligence of the aggres­ 
sion, cabled to his government who in­ 
structed that he demandan apology. The 
house was vacated after six days occupa­ 
tion, but the Peruvian government per­ 
emptorily refused to make an apology 
and upheld the proceedings. On this, 
the Minister telegraphed intelligence of 
the refusal, and the Department of State 
at Washington ordered him to forward 
fall particulars of the affair before taking 
further steps. 


NO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 
W a s h in g to n , November 13.—The De­ 
partment of State does not anticipate 
any serious results from the complica­ 
tions between this country and Pern, 
growing out of the seizure of a building 
in which was situated the United States 
Consular Agency, at Molendo, Peru. 
The facts as reported to the Depart­ 
ment by United States Miniaiter Buck as 
follows: 
The building seized was the 
property of the Arequipa Railroad Com­ 
pany, the agent for the company being 
also United States Counsul. 
The agent 
occupies 
a 
room 
in 
the 
struct­ 
ure as a consulate. 
The Peruvian 
government took possession of the build­ 
ing in the absence of the consular agent, 
held it for a few days, and finally turnea 
it over to the agent. Instructions have 
been received from Lima, alleging that 
the building had been occupied solely 
for the protection of the con°ular rec­ 
ords, which were not disturbed. 
As the 
action appeared to be a technical dis­ 
courtesy toward the United States, an 
apology was requested, but refused by 
the Peruvian government on the ground 
that it had done nothing for which to 
apologize. The Arequipa railroad prop­ 
erty was seized by the government of 
Peru, some time ago, but by a subse­ 
quent arrangement with the bondholders, 
the property has since been exempted. 
The State Department is waiting for 
further details before proceeding fur­ 
ther, but, as already stated, it anticipates 
no trouble.

The people on Buena Vieta street have 
been complaining for some tim e that

To test all the territory lying near this 
city for natural gas. That there is a 
great abundance of this in and about the 
city cannot he doubted. There are the 
very best of indications found in many 
places. A supply once brought to the 
surface will make Los Angeles a great 
center of manufacturing at once. 


To examine thoroughly all the veins of 
coal at various times discovered in terri­ 
tory contiguous to this city. There have 
been many such discoveries made here 
from time to time. In Yorba Cañón 
where the Santa Ana River comes down 
into the Santa Ana Valiey is one de­ 
posit. Another lies near Elsinore. Let 
them be examined by an expert. 
To establish canneries in several places 
in this county to take care of the fruit 
crop now produced and to encourage the 
planting of more trees. Los Angeles 
county ought to ship fruit yearly which 
would return hundreds of thousands of 
dollars into the pockets of the producers. 
Canneries are necessary to this end. 
To make at London and Paris credita­ 
ble exhibits of the fruit, wine and brandy 
products of this section. Here at the ex 
positions are opportunities to attract the 
attention of the civilized globe to our re­ 
sources of this kind. 
A proper exhibir 
will draw capital and skill from all 
countries of Europe, to come here and 
aid us in the development of our country. 
Our industries are only in their infancy. 
Scarcely a beginning has yet been made 
in the way of developing the rich re­ 
sources of this matchless region. 
To encourage the growing of fine vege­ 
tables of all sorts. Tomatoes, green peas, 
lettuce and beans mature here nearly all 
months in the year. Cabbages, onions, 
cauliflower and celery are perennial in 
their growth. So are young beets, pota­ 
toes and other edible roots. They ought 
to be shipped from here in great abund­ 
ance all the year round. The develop­ 
ment of our natural resources will make 
this the richest county in the Union. It 
only needs a little concerted action to 
talk this matter up, to prepare for taking 
care of the crops, and thus encourage the 
farmers of this section to get out of their 
fertile farms all that they are so easily 
capable of. 
To draw to California a proper supply 
of sober, industrious, thrifty labor. If 
the Chinese Exclusion act is maintained 
with vigor it will not be long before that 
class of labor will rapidly disappear 
from the State. It is estimated that the 
State does not contain to-day more than 
65.000 Chinese. Of these nearly half 
are in San Francisco. There are several 
thousand of them in Los Angeles county 
It is patent to all who think, that 
the replacing of them by white 
labor would be a great gain. These 
65.000 Chinese represent themselves 
and not a soul besides. 
Weie thev re­ 
placed by white laborers it would mean 
au addition of at least a quarter o! a 
million to the population of the State. 
That would be some 50,000 houses to 
build, 50,000 lots to Bell and 250,000 
people to feed and clothe. This means 
plenty of work for carpenters and all 
sorts of mechanics. 
It means more 
business for the grocery stores and 
for all other lines of 
business 
And 
it 
is 
like

ball 
which grows hy rolling. The increase 
here outlined means still more increase 
to come from that. The Chinese already 
demand as good wages as white men. 
But to replace the Chinese the employer 
must prepare to take good care of the 
employee. 
THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


PASADENA PROHIBITION. 
Tfce T ru ste e * R e fu se to C a ll a 
S p e c ia l e le c tio n . 
The Pasadena City Trustees yesterday, 
by unanimous vote, refused to grant the 
petition of citizens to call an election to 
vote on the repeal of the prohibitory 
ordinance now in force in that city. The 
Board justifies its action by claiming 
(hat the caucus, or rather citizens’ con­ 
vention, which placed them in nomina­ 
tion for the office did so with the under­ 
standing that they were pledged to 
sustain the ordinance. They hold that 
fidelity to the trust imposed upon them 
eompela them to refuse the prayer of the 
petitioners, and they allege fuither, 
ftjat the proposed adoption of a new 
C larter in the near future makes it un­ 
necessary and improper to go to the 
trouble and expense that would be in­ 
curred by holding a special election on 
this question. Much dissatisfaction ex­ 
ists over the decision of the Trustees, as 
the petition was signed by a large num­ 
ber of citizens, who claim that public 
sentiment hae undergone a change as to 
the saloon queetion since the spring 
election, and they therefore think that 
the matter should be put to a test vote 
and let the majority rale. Thev also 
I aink the Trastees should resign if their 
eoosciences will not permit them to boa­ 
to the will of the people.

A number of Prohibitionists held an 
informal meeting last evening in Judge 
O’Melveny’s Courtroom to discuss what 
position they should take as a party in 
the coming municipal contest. Now 
that the “ Citizens’ Reform” movement 
proposes to adopt to a certain extent the 
measures advocated by the Prohibition 
party and to endeavor to bring about 
their enforcement by Diedging the vari­ 
ous candidates, the Prohibition leaders 
are said to find themselves almost with­ 
out an occupation.

The platform of the “Citizens Reform” 
Committee was read and subjected to a 
very thorough scrutiny. Ths members 
of the committee who were present were 
put through a catachism on several 
points. One was on the question why 
the name Anti-Saloon, which had served 
to a good purpose one year ago, had been 
abandoned, and the new one of Citizens’ 
Reform Association adopted. Was it to 
avoid offending the saloon element? 
This was answered by the statement that

forms of public vice. The next inquiry 
was on the phrase “ restrict,” which was 
used in the platform with reference to 
the liquor traffic.

continue the license pystem so repugnant 
to those who maintain prohibition prin­ 
ciples. or to destroy and root up the evil 
entirely ? It was generally agreed that 
if the first interpretation was to be given 
to the phrase, the Prohibitionists could 
not sympathize with the movement. To 
get an expression of opinion, after 
a great deal of desultory talk, Mr. 
Gould moved that it was the senee 
oi the meeting that the Prohibition party 
had best refrain from making any nom­ 
inations for the coming election. The 
motion was finally passed with an ex­ 
pressed understanding, however, that it 
was not directly binding upon the organ­ 
ization as a whole, and that if the “re­ 
form” movement sbouldtake such shape 
as to show any disposition toward com­ 
promise that a regular ticket could l>e 
put into the field.
